Building Operations. — Work upon the 
three new wings of the Museum has been 
progressing steadily and satisfactorily, 
especially in the case of the central north 
wing (F) which is to house the Hoentschel 
Collection, and the south wing (G) de- 
signed for the Library. Wing F, started in 
October, 1907, is already under roof, the 
interior structural work completed, the 



plastering well advanced, and the building 
promised for occupancy in February, 1909. 
The new Library wing was started the latter 
part of March of the present year. It has 
already assumed its completed form ex- 
teriorly, and work upon the roof is well 
under way. The building is expected to be 
finished in April, 1909. Wing E, the addi- 
tion to the Fifth A venue facade on the north , 
is rapidly nearing completion, the con- 
tractors promising to turn over the build- 
ing by November, in time for the Exhi- 
bition of German Art, mentioned in recent 
Bulletins. 

Bas-reliefs of Children by Saint- 
Gaudens. — Now that the Memorial Ex- 
hibition of the works of Augustus Saint- 
Gaudens is a thing of the past, and the 
works dispersed to their various owners, 
lovers of his art will be glad to be reminded 
that the Museum possesses, thanks to the 
generosity of Mr. Jacob H. Schiff, replicas of 
three pieces accounted among the best and 
most characteristic of the sculptor's pro- 
ductions. These are bas-reliefs of children 
— the Children of Prescott Hall Butler, the 
sculptor's infant son, Homer Schiff Saint- 
Gaudens, and the Children of Jacob H. 
Schiff. When Mr. Daniel C. French, Chair- 
man of the Sculpture Committee, inquired 
of Saint-Gaudens which of his works he 
would prefer to have placed in the Museum, 
he selected these three, offering to over- 
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see their execution in marble. The com- 
mission was given several years ago, but 
the pieces were not actually received in 
the Museum until the present year in time 
for the exhibition. In its Catalogue they 
appeared as numbers 24, 32 and 55 re- 
spectively. They will be on view in the 
Recent Accessions Room until they are 
finally placed. 

Those who have seen them will easily 
recall the two lads in Highland costume, 
the baby in his arm-chair, and the girl and 
boy hand in hand, accompanied by the 
wolf-hound — very real children in ordinary 
attire and yet divested of the air of mere 
portraits and clothed with the quality of 
universal childlikeness. 

In the technique by which such qualities 
may be rendered through this the most 
difficult of the plastic arts — low relief, with 
its complex problems of varying plane — • 
Saint-Gaudens was pre-eminent, his early 
training as a cameo-cutter, and his in- 
stinctive decorative sense combining in re- 
sults which technically have perhaps never 
been surpassed. 

Drawings on Landing of Southwest 
Staircase. — The withdrawal of the Blake 
drawings from the entrance to Gallery 24 
has led to the opportunity for displaying 
in conjunction with these other drawings 
or water-color sketches by English artists, 
and the group has been conveniently 
placed at one of the entrances to the gal- 
lery of British artists, Room 20. The Mu- 
seum's collection of drawings will eventually 
be exhibited as a whole, in a room set apart 
for that purpose. 

It is interesting to compare two land- 
scapes by Gainsborough with the unfinished 
landscape in the adjoining room. Two 
wash drawings by Cotman are good ex- 
amples of this master's interest in the 
study of color. 

The Turner "Copy of an Engraving by 
Piranese," and his wash drawing of the 
Palatine are not only admirable examples 
of his careful workmanship but are curi- 
ously fascinating as to subject, the former 
showing us the sumptuously grim interior 
of a Roman palace, and the latter repro- 
ducing the Palatine hill as it appeared prior 



to modern excavations. The one other 
drawing exhibited is a finely vigorous por- 
trait of Rodin by William Rothenstein, 
a young English artist of considerable 
power.
